On active duty in more than one 
hundred military bases, both land 
and sea forces, are several hundred 
young men who until recently were 
students at the university. 

Besides the many stationed in 
camps throughout the United 
States, these former students are 
serving the United Nations in Eng- 
land, Alaska, Australia, Hawaii, 
China, Puerto Rico, India, Iceland, 
the Canal Zone, Canada, the West 
Indies and several mid-ocean is- 
lands. 


While the university does its best 
to keep track of these alumni, it is 
necessarily impossible to keep this 
“up to 
date.” Still, of those whose ranks 
are known, more than half are com- 
missioned officers. Among O. U. 
men in the army, there are fifty- 
four second lieutenants, fifteen first 
lieutenants, and three captains. Of 
the seventy known “non-coms,” 
twenty-three are sergeants and 
twelve are corporals. 


In the group now. in the navy, the 
tendency for alums to be officers is 
event more pronounced. Thirty-five 
have natified the university of their 
rank, and fourteen of these are ‘en- 
signs, three are lieutenants, junior 
grade. One is a lieutenant-com- 


mander; another is a chief specialist; 


the others are midshipmen and pet- 
ty officers.

The meet- 
in at the University of Omaha is 
being arranged at the request of 
Col. Raymond W. Briggs. ; 

The board, consisting of five 
members, is headed by Lt. Fred. 
erick E. Engel, representing the 
various ground forces of the 
army, Other members represent- 
ing the army air corps, the V-1, 
V-5, and V-7 programs of the 


navy (which includes naval avi-. 


ation), the marine corps, and the 
coast guard. 

No enlistments will be made 
by the, board -- its visit being 

*“ golély advisory in ¢hatacter. 

Classes will be excused from 
8:55 a.m. until 10:40, and all men 
students will be required to at- 
tend an informal meeting in the 
auditorium at 9.00 whether they 
are members of the enlisted re- 
serve or not. 

Following the meeting, which 
will last approximately one hour, 
members of the board will be 


‘available for consultations in va- 
‘rious faculty offices which will 
ibe assigned to them. They will 
‘answer questions concerning all 
aspects of their particular branch 
‘of the service. 

{ Roderic B. Crane, assistant 
dean of the college of arts and 
isciences, now in charge of mil- 
itary information at the univer- 
sity, arranged the program for 
the board. . 

_ “This is an opportunity,” said 
Mr. Crane, “for information both 
on enlistment and the opportuni- 
ties for commissions in every 
branch of the service. 

This meeting is provided ex- 
clusively for college students by 
the seventh service command. It 
is the only time this year that the 
university will-be visited by mili- 
tary officers who are in a posi- 
tion to answer authoritatively all 
questions in regard to military 
‘service, I suggest that all our 
men students prepare in advance 
any questions which may remain 
unanswered in their minds and 
that they take advantage of this

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THE CHANGING FUTURE 


Let us face the changing future with fortitade: Our 
world is changing faster than it ever has and some- 
times we are bewildered by these sudden changes. 
Often we are resentful of changes and cling to the 
old familiar ways so tenaciously that we are more. 
brutally injured when we are finally torn away by the 
force of the inevitable change than we would have 
been had we been willing to walk hand-in- -hand with 
time. 


Since December 7, 1941, there is hardly a svelte 
thing in our lives that has not been changed. The 
family circle is changed, most of us have at least one 
who is in the armed forces. Our social life has 
changed, our conversation has changed, our commer- 
cial life has changed, we are rationed on sugar, and 
probably will be on gas, meat and other commodities 
soon; tires are no longer available, typewriters are 
more valuable than jewels—these are only a few of 
the things that have changed. The war has invaded 
every sanctuary we know, and most of the alumni 
are taking these invasions in thcir stride with faces 
front and courage high, but there are still some who 
resent the invasion of the war into our school and 
concern themselves greatly about the future of the 


liberal arts. For these I have made some inquiries . 


and find that the liberal arts have not suffered by the 
addition of many applied arts, You can still obtain 
the same liberal art education at-our university that 
you always could; the only difference is that “some- 
thing has been added.” 

I would like to quote to you from “Time” of Sep- 
tember 7. Under “education” is an article entitled, 
“Every Classroom a Citadel.” It opens by saying that 
the U.S. educators heard tough talk from their gov- 
ernment in the four-day Institute on Education and 
the War held recently in Washington, Paul V. Mc~ 
Nutt.told them curtly, “There is no excuse for any 
young man or woman to be in college preparing for 
any profession not directly useful to. the war effort.” 
Lieutenant-General, Brehon B. Somervell said, “Let 
us be realistic. Every able-bodied boy is destined at 
the appointed age for the armed services, It is the job 
of the schools and colleges to provide the opportunity 
for every youth to equip himself for a place in win- 
ning the war. You must do this regardless of cost, 
time, inconvenience, the temporary side-tracking of 
non-war objectives, or even the temporary scrapping 
of peacetime courses

- “Let the freshman take this seriously, for he 
is just entering the halls of higher learning and 
consequently needs a-little advice. Begin your 
college career right by getting the most out of 
your daily lessons—stay home nights and de- 
velop your mental powers while your physical 
self recuperates. Wake up, appreciate your op- 
portunity. Next year fighting in this monstrous 
war for world freedom.
